This is the dramatic 
moment a mum thought 
she heard a terrorist 
attack in Northampton - 
but it turned out to be a 
sonic boom caused by 
two jets breaking the 
sound barrier. 

Shocked Amanda 
Drage, 37, of Moulton, 
was taking two-year-old 
daughter Billie-Jane for a 
pony lesson in Overstone 
when two Typhoon jets 
flew overheard. 

The huge booming 
sound was caught on 
video - which Amanda 


initially believed was a 
terrorist attack. 

It was captured on 
video last Friday at a 
small holding where 
Amanda keeps horses. 

In the 38-second video 
- shot by her friend Laura 
Brawn - the mum could 
be heard saying ‘What 
the hell was that?’ as a 
loud thudding sound 
echoed in the sky. 

Laura, 30, from Sywell, 
told the H&P: “We just 
heard this huge explo¬ 
sion - the ground shook 
and the horses ran away. 

“I thought it was either 
a bomb or a gas explo¬ 
sion - it was really scary.” 

The pair then locked up 


the stables and went 
home to their families to 
check that they were ok. 

“We thought there 
would be some casual¬ 
ties from it,” she said. 
“We didn’t realise it was a 
sonic boom until later 
whenitwas onFacebook.” 

The loud bang, which 
could be heard across 
Northants, sparked 
widespread panic on 
social media, with many 
reporting that it shook 
their homes. 

But it emerged the jets 
had been scrambled 
from RAF Coningsby, 
Lincolnshire, to inter¬ 
cept an unresponsive 
private jet.

Danger of sharing on social media 


Lawrence John finds out how 
holiday snaps could be the key to 
making you a victim of crime 



Northamptonshire Police’s 
Cyber Crime Unit has a 
message for residents who 
are set to go on holiday and 
want to share their experi¬ 
ences live on Facebook or 
Twitter - don’t do it. 

Every year, thousands of 
people from the county go 
on holiday and instantly 
start posting pictures of 
themselves and their family 
at the airport and on 
holiday - making sure to 
add they will be away from 
home for two weeks. 

They might as well leave 
the keys in the front door 
and turn the alarm off as 
family or friends may not be 
the only ones watching. 

Social media is very much 
part of our lives and people 
are tweeting and adding 
items to Facebook every 
hour of the day, but do they 
think about who can identi¬ 
fy them and find out where 
they live just by looking at 
their posts. 

The clues are all there, 
criminals only have to put 
the pieces together like a 


jigsaw and can easily work it 
out from your tweets or 
words and pictures on 
Facebook. 

DC Steve Watkins, from 
the force’s cyber unit, said 
people do not differentiate 
between their real lives and 
cyber space and do not 
think twice about posting 
on Facebook or Twitter. 

He thinks people should 
take more time and consid¬ 
er about what they are post¬ 
ing and when as once you 
put something on the inter¬ 
net it will stay there forever. 

DC Watkins said: “You 
need to check your privacy 
settings are up to date espe¬ 
cially if you are going away 
for a considerable amount 
of time. If you are away for a 
long period you might 
invalidate your home insur¬ 
ance as you are supposed to 
do everything you can to 
make sure your home is safe 
and you have taken respon¬ 
sible care.” 

Telling people you are on 
holiday and posting 
pictures to prove it on 


Facebook is not part of 
being responsible.” 

DC Watkins added: “If 
your social media accounts 
are open the more people 
can see them. If you have 
1,000 or 2,000 friends on 
Facebook then they can all 
see your posts. 

“You should carry out an 
MOT of your privacy 
settings to make sure they 


are what you want. You do 
not want to make yourself 
vulnerable which could lead 
to identity theft. 

“You need to think about 
the pictures you put on 
social media. 

“Do you take pictures of 
your car? 

“Do they show the number 
plate? Can people identify 
where you live? 


“You do not need to have 
the GPS turned on your 
phone so you should turn it 
off.” 

DC Watkins said his top 
tips are to check your secu¬ 
rity settings, do not share 
holiday snaps while you are 
on holiday, do not have your 
GPS turned on and always 
think about what you tweet 
or Facebook.

Warning over fake 
water board scam

The latest in a string of 
distraction burglaries has 
sparked a police warning to 
people not to open their 
doors to strangers. 

Last Friday afternoon, a 
resident in Goldings, 
Northampton, became the 
latest victim of this type of 
crime. 

A trickster called at his 
house pretending to be from 
the ‘water board’. 

He claimed he needed to 
check the water supply due to 
a problem with the pipes and 
so the man let him in.

■ Don’t feel pressured into 
opening the door. Don’t feel 
you are being rude, genuine 
callers won’t mind.

Cobblers fan Steve Riches missed 
seeing his beloved Northampton 
Town clinch promotion after he was 
rushed into hospital for emergency 
surgery - but he woke up from the op 
asking about the game. 

Just hours before the Bristol game at 
Sixfields Steve was hit by crippling 
stomach pain. He then had to under¬ 
go lifesaving surgery to replace a sec¬ 
tion of his bowel due after peritonitis 
was diagnosed. 

However there was only one thing 
on his mind as the anaesthetic wore 
off - he returned to consciousness 
mumbling about needing to get to the 
Cobblers game. 

The only trouble was Steve was on 
an Easter family break in Mallorca 
and had missed his scheduled flight 
back to the UK. 

He said: “We had to depend on 
Twitter, texts and the BBC website to 
keep up with Saturday’s drama. 
Thank goodness (my wife) Kate has 
gained so many new followers on 
Twitter because of her tweets about 
the Cobblers. 

“What a wonderful positive irony 
that our ex-player Adebayo 
Akinfenwa’s late goal for Wimbledon 
against Plymouth has sent us into 
League One. It was a very emotional

moment for the two of us as we sat 
alone instead of celebrating at 
Sixfields. 

“Our 15 year old son Chris had flown 
back and was in the midst of it all. We 
were looking forward to a great week 
end away together at Exeter with the 
Sixfields Travel Club at a good hotel in 
convivial company but sadly we can¬ 
not be there. Time will tell if we can 
get to the other games. There is a lot to 
look forward to, and I am so grateful 
to be alive. Up the Cobblers!” 

Steve is a lifelong Cobblers fan and 
has written about the club as a free¬ 
lance journalist and as a loyal sup¬ 
porter. He had rightly predicted that 
Bristol would be the key game in the 
promotion push and had planned his 
holiday around it. 


He said: “The holiday in Mallorca 
was booked to allow us back home in 
time for the big Cobblers’ home game 
v. Bristol Rovers. We flew out Tues 
29th March for 10 days so we knew we 
had to miss the Notts County game on 
2nd April but we reckoned on Sat 9th 
v Bristol being the promotion game. 

“HOWEVER...huge pains in abdo¬ 
men late Friday. We grabbed the pass¬ 
port and EHIC medical card for EU 
reciprocal health treatment and Kate 
drove me to Son Espaces hospital in 
Palma. The service was magnificent, 
fast-tracked through as soon as our 
first doctor diagnosed an emergency. 
Three scans, one x-ray and then it was 
‘Sign here, you need emergency sur¬ 
gery.’ 

“Time only to text close family and 
hold Kate’s hand. Three hours later, 
surgery had finished and I was in 
recovery a further 3 hours before 
being taken to my hospital bed. A 
massive worry for Kate and it was 
such a relief to be back together. 

“The operation left a scary 10 inch 
vertical scar, part of my bowel was 
removed and the ends joined and a 
titanium tube was added - the sur¬ 
geon also repaired a hernia as an 
extra! We are convinced I’d have had a 
different outcome if it had not been 
for the excellent facilities in Palma. 
I’ll be voting to stay in the EU after 
this experience!”

Grand scale plans 
set to be revealed

Plans for a major office 
block, a new car park for the 
railway station and 100 
council homes are among a 
set of ‘grand scale’ projects 
unveiled this week. 

The multi-million pound 
schemes, which will form the 
latest round of changes as 
part of the Northampton 
Alive regeneration project, 
will be announced today by 
the borough council at an 
event at Franklin’s Gardens. 

But hopes for the authority 
to reveal the top proposals for 
the town’s Greyfriars site - 
once home to the ‘Mouth of 
Hell’ former bus station - will 
not go ahead as planned. 

Instead, the council will 
take a longer look at the plans 
and reveal the ideas this 
summer, with the final deci¬ 
sion being made in autumn. 

However, the leader of the 
authority, Cllr Mary 
Markham, has promised that 
whatever happens, the 
finished product will be an 
‘asset’ to the town, and that 
the artist’s impressions she 
has seen so far are ‘absolutely 
stunning’. 

Among the developments 
being announced today is a 
60,000sq ft ‘high quality’ 
office block, which will 



accommodate 500 people 
and become the first in the 
town for more than 20 years. 

The building will be located 
opposite the railway station 
and work will start - subject 
to planning permission - later 
this year, for completion by 
2018. 

At the railway station itself, 
plans for the long-awaited car 
park will finally take a step 
forward with work on a 1,550- 
space facility hoped to start 
later next year. 

Also being unveiled are 
plans for the largest social 
housing development in the 
town for more than 20 years. 

The 100 council houses for 
rent would be built on land at 
Dallington Grange, adjacent 
to the King’s Heath estate. If 
the plans go ahead, work will 
start in early next year. 


An update will also be 
announced on plans to link St 
fames Mill with Towcester 
Road, with a proposal being 
submitted by Christmas - 
resulting in work also start¬ 
ing early next year. 

The gas tower site next to 
the St Peters Way roundabout 
has been earmarked for com¬ 
mercial development, while 
work on the expansion of 
Northampton Museum will 
start next April with an idea 
for completion in August 
2018. 

Finally, a major bank is 
being lined up to move to the 
town, and a major American 
data firm is planning to move 
to a site on Edgar Mobbs Way. 

Cllr Markham said: “I am 
extremely proud of what we 
have in Northampton. . .1 
think we have become used 
to development on such a 
grand scale that unless it’s 
over the top then we don’t see 
it as a way forward. 

“I sent two councillors to a 
weekend training course last 
week and they had to do a 
mini regeneration project, 
and theirs was chosen as the 
best. The other councillors all 
over the country were in awe 
of what is happening in 
Northampton. 

“They told them that we are 
very lucky in this town. I 
think sometimes we lose 
sight of that.”

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Mystery donor’s 
double promise

An anonymous donor has pledged to double 
every pound that is donated to the 
Warwickshire & Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance - sparking a new fundraising 
campaign. 

For the first time ever the service is holding 
a campaign that promises to double 
donations, thanks to the mystery benefactor. 

This means that for every £1 a supporter 
gives, the anonymous donor will donate a £1 
- effectively doubling the value of every dona¬ 
tion the life saving charity receives. 

Victor Ferriday, fundraising coordinator for 
Northampton, said: “Being able to double our 
supporters’ money is very exciting for us. 

“We receive no government funding, so 
appeals like this are essential to keep our 
service running.” 

The campaign is being supported by former 
patient Daisy Rughobeer, from Fenny 
Compton, Warwickshire, who suffered a 
terrifying accident in December last year. 

Daisy was walking down the stairs when she 
suddenly lost her footing, falling and hitting 
her head hard on the corner of a wooden 
radiator cover. 

Immediately, parents Danny and Claire 
rushed to the scene. Daisy had a 10cm gash 
just above her eye, going all the way down to 
the bone. 

Warwickshire & Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance received the call at 3.02pm and 
were at the scene of the accident in just eight 
minutes.

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Bin man is killed 
by his own truck

A sister has spoken of her 
heartbreak after losing ‘not 
just my brother, but my best 
friend’ - a bin man who last 
week died after being hit by 
his own truck in a Northants 
town. 

Devastated Kelly Leeson 
has described her brother, 
Kane Beard, as a popular 
man - who was killed in the 
tragic incident last Friday 
while on a bin round in 
Daventry. 

The 22-year-old refuse col¬ 
lector had been part of a four- 
man crew collecting bins and 
recycling boxes in the town’s 
Ashby Road, when he was 
struck by the lorry at 9.40am. 

Tributes have since flooded 


in on social media for the 
young man, a former William 
Parker School student, with 
his colleagues describing 
their ‘fallen brother’ as ‘beau¬ 
tiful inside and out’. 

Friends and family have 
been paying touching trib¬ 
utes to Kane - who had one 
brother and two sisters - by 
leaving flowers on their bins, 
while his colleagues held a 
one-minute silence at 11am 
on Monday. 

Bin collections were also 
postponed on the day of the 
tragedy as a ‘mark of respect’. 

Remembering her brother, 
Kelly said: “As a family we are 
devastated beyond words. 
I’ve lost not only my brother, 
but my best friend. 

“As you can see, he was 
deeply loved by all and will be 
deeply missed. 


“We are truly heartbroken 
as we lost our grandad on the 
Thursday and Kane on Friday, 
so my mum lost her dad and 
son within 24 hours.” 

Kane had been working for 
Daventry District Council's 
waste and recycling contrac¬ 
tor, Amey. 

Daventry District Council’s 
Chief Executive, Ian Vincent, 
said: “This tragic incident has 
caused deep shock and dis¬ 
tress among our colleagues at 
Amey and our thoughts are 
with them and Kane’s family 
and friends during this sad 
and difficult time.” 

An investigation by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
into what happened is ongo¬ 
ing, and police are still 
appealing for anyone with 
information to get in touch by 
calling 101.

A Northampton expat living 
in Gibraltar has been made 
a coach of the country’s 
national football team - 
after impressing with a 
string of successes at local 
clubs.

A schoolboy who was born with no fingers on his left 
hand is about to have his life turned around. Reporter

An eight-year-old boy from Northants 
who was born without a full left hand has 
‘fist-bumped’ his mum for the very first 
time - with a new prosthetic hand. 

William Joyner, from Paulerspury near 
Towcester, was born with no fingers on his 
left hand as a result of ‘amniotic band 
syndrome’, but just last week he tested an 
artificial hand. 

And after giving a thumbs up using the 
bionic limb - which uses signals from the 
muscles in his arms - he now has to wait 
five months for a more durable version to 
be printed, until he can use it at home. 

Will’s mum Jo is ‘over the moon’, and 
says: “It means Will be able to do the same 
things as other children. He’ll be able to 
do complex things like tie his laces but 
also simple activities like holding a drink 
in one hand and an ice lolly in the other. 

“I can’t thank these guys enough. What 
they’re doing for William is life changing.” 

While testing the hand - created by a 
team of experts at the University of 
Bedfordshire - Will’s mum and dad, Jo and 
Andy, were able to watch him hold a pen 
for the first time and draw a picture. 

And as a budding footballer and Reading 
FC fan, Will is also looking forward to his 



new hand being decked out in blue and 
white - tying in with the team’s colours. 

“But,” said David Jazani, one of the 
experts, “we’re also going make a flesh 
coloured one just in case he changes his 
mind when he’s older!” 

Mr Jazani, a Senior Lecturer in the 
Department of Computer Science and 
Technology, created the hand alongside 
Mark Hooper, a technician and demon¬ 
strator who is currently studying part- 
time for a PhD in Computer Science. 

David added: “This will be an on-going 
project for the next 12 years while William 
grows. But we hope with the latest modifi¬ 
cations he will be walking out of with a 
fully working hand in the next six months.”

First World War hero Lt Col 
Bernard Vann VC has been 
honoured by the official 
unveiling of a new street 
bearing his name.

PHOTOGRAPHY fans with deep 
pockets will find themselves at 
home in this luxury apartment 
block with its own art gallery 
stocked with original pictures 
created by legendary celebrity 
snapper David Bailey. 

Fresh from recording the 
nuptials of Rupert Murdoch and 
Jerry Hall, he was commissioned 
by the block’s developers to take 
photographs of the local area for 
each apartment as well as 19 
large artworks which are on 
show in the ‘lobby gallery’. 

The swanky block has 44 
super-luxury residences with 
prices starting at £3.8m and has 
so many amenities on tap that 
you wouldn’t often need to 
venture out. Owners at The 
Chilterns get a restaurant, gym 
and sauna, private cinema and 
wine cellars with wine tasting 
room in the block. There’s also 
underground parking and 
24-hour concierge. 

Near Marylebone High Street, 
the apartment building fronts 
onto Chiltern Street, famous for 


MASTER of suspense Alfred 
Hitchcock got his first shot at 
directing in 1922 with the film 
Number 13 about a rather topical 
subject: low income Londoners 
and their struggle to survive. 
Rather fittingly, the production 
went bust and was never 
finished. 

This and many of his early 
films were shot at Gainsborough 
Studios which, in their 
film-production heyday, served 
as everything from mad 
professor’s laboratory to railway 
station, to 19th century manor 
house to mermaid’s lair. 

Hitchcock shot his first 
suspense thriller, The Lodger, 
there, as well as his 1926 
masterpiece, The Lady Vanishes. 
However, at the start of the 
Second World War, the building’s 
huge chimney was deemed a 
liability during air raids, and the 
studio was sold in 1949. 

After starting life as a power 
station, then going into the 
movie business, the building in 


its Chiltern Firehouse Hotel & 
Restaurant, trendy bars and 
boutique designer stores. 

One furnished three-bedroom 
property has now been put up for 
sale at £7.7m, with 10 specially 
commissioned framed Bailey 
prints featuring Regency 
architecture, the BBC HQ, Baker 
Street Underground Station, 
Regent’s Park and the boating 
lake. 

With lots of floor to ceiling 
windows throughout, it’s full of 
luxurious touches such as 


London’s Hoxton has also been 
used as a whisky store, housed 
theatre productions, a boxing 
scene in Guy Ritchie’s film 
Snatch and a fashion show by 
Alexander McQueen. 

Much of it was demolished in 
2002 and flats were built on the 
site, but as a nod to its cinematic 
past, you’ll find a huge sculpture 
of Hitchock’s head in the centre 
of Gainsborough Studios’ four 
apartment blocks.

BEATLES fanatic Jackie Homes 
has added Ringo Starr’s 
childhood home to her growing 
property portfolio. 

She’s already bagged George 
Harrison’s childhood home and 
John Lennon’s mum’s house, and 
paid £70,000 for the drummer’s 
mid-terrace house in Admiral 
Grove, Liverpool, where young 
Ringo - then Richard Starkey - 
learnt to play the drums. 

The modest Victorian 
property, which he called home 
until he was 21, had a guide 
price of £55,000 and even had 
pre-auction interest from the 
USA, before the sale in 
Liverpool’s legendary Cavern 
Club. 

Homes bought John Lennon’s 
mum Julia’s home in Blomfield 
Road for £155,000 a couple of 
years ago; although he lived 
nearby in Allerton, Liverpool, 
with Aunt Mimi, the Beatle was 
a regular visitor to the house. 


And she’s also previously 
snapped up George Harrison’s 
former home at 26 Upton Green, 
in Speke, for £156,000. 

Unfortunately, Homes hasn’t 
got the set as last year, Sir Paul 
McCartney’s childhood home at 
72 Western Avenue, Speke, was 
bought for £150,000 by a local 
mystery buyer. She plans to rent 
out Ringo and George’s 
childhood homes, but will soon 
move from London to Liverpool 
to live in Julia Lennon’s former 
house. 

Ringo’s childhood home still 
attracts fans daily as it’s part of 
the official Beatles Tour. Former 
tenant Margaret Gorse who died 
last year, had lived there for 37 
years and used to invite people 
inside to take a look.

The Range Rover Evoque has 
been given a thorough once¬ 
over. It still looks much as before 
with only a few nips and tucks, 
but almost all the money has 
been spent under that very 
pretty skin. 

Efficiency improves with a 
new family of diesel engines and 
there’s some exciting equipment 
choices also on offer. It’s still the 
one the rest are aiming at. 

It’s a brave new world at Land 
Rover right now. The Free- 
lander’s gone and the Discovery 
Sport has appeared, but the big 
news might well be the develop¬ 
ment of the Ingenium engines 
that look to put the company 
on a similar efficiency footing 
as the best of the Germans and 
Japanese. 

The Evoque gets the 
aluminium Ingenium diesel 
engine. This TD4 unit is 20-30kg 
lighter than its predecessor and 
delivers low levels of vibration 
and noise intrusion. It’s offered 
to Evoque customers in two 
states of tune: 150PS in the 
economy-oriented eD4 front- 
wheel drive model, and I80PS if 
you prefer a bit more poke and 
can’t do without all-wheel drive. 

Should you want to go faster 
still, you can buy the Evoque 
with the punchy 240PS Si4 pet¬ 


rol engine. The nine-speed ZF 
transmission is available and it’s 
an option you really need to tick. 
It shifts between gears so quickly 
that ZF reckons it’s ‘below the 
threshold of perception’. 

An adaptive shift programme 
quickly matches the driving style 
and includes a memory function. 
A Torque Vectoring by Braking 
feature further enhances agility 
and safety by redirecting torque 
to counteract understeer. 

Off-road ability is enhanced 
with the fitment of All-Terrain 
Progress Control. This function 
maintains a pre-determined 
speed - selected using the cruise 
control function - in forward or 
reverse gears between I. I mph 
and 19mph, allowing the driver 
to concentrate on negotiating 
tricky terrain. 

The changes continue inside 
with updated seats and higher- 
quality soft-touch materials 
used for the door casings. The 
instrument binnacle has also 
been redesigned. Buyers still 
choose between three and five- 
door models, the key difference 
between the amount of room in 
the back. 

Land Rover has concentrated 
on substance over style.

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Myler not feeling 
pressure ahead 
of crucial derby

Stephen Myler is hoping Northampton 
Saints embrace the occasion against 
Leicester Tigers this weekend and not 
worry about the pressure an East 
Midlands derby brings. 

Matches against the Tigers always 
mean a lot, even on occasions when it is 
just local pride to play for, but the 
upcoming clash at Franklin’s Gardens is 
likely to be pivotal in their season. 

A victory over the side four points 
ahead of them in the Premiership in 
front of a sold-out home crowd would 
keep their hopes of reaching the play¬ 
offs very much alive. 

However, defeat would leave 
Northampton needing a miracle to 
make the top four, meaning there is 
likely to be plenty of tension in the air 
come Saturday evening. 

Myler said: “I’m not sure pressure is 
the right word, you can’t really think of 
it like that. It’s an opportunity for us to 
be here against Leicester, to get a win 
and get ourselves more points. 

“Yes, there is a lot riding on it, but it’s 
important to embrace the occasion and 
not to be overawed by it - that’s the key 
message I’ve taken from many years 
playing in these occasions.” 

Northampton’s last two home games 
against Leicester have ended in victory, 
including that famous Premiership 
semi-final in May 2014, and Myler 
believes these experiences will be help¬ 
ful. 

He said: “Those kinds of experiences 
are good to draw on and we also take 
confidence from what we’ve done this 
year. We haven’t quite hit the heights of 
previous seasons, but we’ve still got 
confidence in what we can do.” 

It was a cruel end in the reverse fixture 
at Welford Road in January, where 
Freddie Burns’ penalty with the very 
last kick condemned Saints to defeat 
after they had fought back brilliantly in 
the second half. 

There were a few calls against them 
that day that made them feel aggrieved, 
but Myler insisted they will not be 
thinking about revenge this weekend. 

He said: “That game has gone. If we 
could turn the clock back we would and 
hopefully we’d handle it differently and 
the outcome would be different but, like 
I said, it’s gone and we can’t worry about 
that. 

“It’s not about revenge, it’s about this 
week and getting four points, maybe 
five points, you just don’t know and you 
have to play the game, respect it for 
what it is and try to find a way to win. 

“It always helps on these occasions to 
come out the blocks early, come out the 
blocks well and impose yourselves.”

It’s been a breakthrough season 
at Northampton Saints for Harry 
Mallinder ever since he burst into 
everyone’s thoughts with his 
winning try against Glasgow 
Warriors in January. 

The son of Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder has fitted 
into the first team seamlessly 
since the turn of the year, impress¬ 
ing in particular at centre 
although he can also fill in at full 
back. 

The 19-year-old played a massive 
part in Northampton reaching the 
quarter finals of this season’s 
Champions Cup by following up 
his late heroics against Glasgow 
with the opening try at the 
Scarlets. 

He won the man of the match 
award in both games and has 


played a big part in his side’s push 
for the play-offs, which looks to 
rest on this Saturday’s clash with 
Leicester Tigers. 

Mallinder said: “I can’t complain 
really, it was a great way to start 
and since then I’ve just eased into 
it and it’s just been nice to get a 
run of games at the top level. 

“I was very fortunate and I was 
in the right place at the right time. 
I was rewarded, in a way, for the 
hard work that the team put in 
with that kick from Stephen Myler 
for that try against Glasgow. 

“In other instances - team tries 
-1 was fortunate enough to finish 
them off.” 

His father admitted he needed 
the counsel of his coaching staff 
more than usual before deciding 
when to push him into the first 
team picture and Harry isn’t fazed 
by the arrangement. 

“I do get asked a lot what it’s like 
to play under my dad,” he said, 
“but it’s something I’m used to - 
he’s my dad and he’s my coach and 


we just crack on with what we 
have to do. 

“The academy coaches have 
been great with me in the last few 
years and they still look after me, 
Digger [Paul Diggin] and Hoppers 
[Mark Hopley], and more recently 
Alex King and Alan [Dickens] have 
been helping me with my game.” 

Mallinder was on the bench 
when Northampton suffered a 
heart-breaking 30-27 defeat to 
Leicester at Welford Road in 
January and is now set to face the 
Tigers for the first time this week¬ 
end. 

The match at Franklin’s Gardens 
is sold out and it is one Saints can¬ 
not afford to lose against a side 
already four points ahead of them 
in the race for the play-offs. 

Mallinder is aware of how much 
an East Midlands derby means at 
the best of times, saying: “I’ve 
lived in Northampton for about 
nine years now and I’ve been in 
the stands, I’ve been pitchside ball 
boying. 


“It will be great to hopefully be 
involved in one this weekend and 
make a difference. 

“It’s an East Midlands derby, it’s 
a massive game so we’re just look¬ 
ing forward to getting into it. The 
result is big and we know if we 
play like we have done in parts 
this season, that performance will 
be there and the result will come.” 

It’s unclear yet how many of 
Saints walking wounded, which 
amounted to double figures for 
last week’s Champions Cup quar¬ 
ter final at Saracens, will return 
on Saturday. 

But Mallinder believes they can 
take confidence from their perfor¬ 
mance at Allianz Park, despite the 
29-20 defeat, saying: “I thought for 
large parts of that game we played 
very well. 

“We can take a lot from that 
game and hopefully transfer it to 
this weekend, but Leicester have 
got threats all over the field and 
they’re in great form at the minute 
so we’ll have to shut them down.”

Ben Duckett started the new County 
Championship season with a 
remarkable 282 not out against 
Sussex, but was left wondering what 
might have been after a wet outfield 
meant no play was possible on the 
final two days at Wantage Road. 

Duckett hit his seventh career cen¬ 
tury, smashing his previous best of 
154 en route to posting Northants’ 
highest individual score for ten 
years, and the eighth best of all time. 

However, shortly before tea on the 
second day, with Duckett 18 short of 
300, the players left the field for bad 
light, with Northants 481-7, having 
been put in to bat by Sussex. 

They wouldn’t return, as overnight 
rain left the outfield so sodden that 
the match was abandoned as a draw 
an hour before play was supposed to 
begin on the final morning, denying 
Duckett his shot at creating history. 

If he had reached 300, the 21-year- 
old would have become the youngest 
triple centurion in County 
Championship history, a record held 
by ex-Northants batsman David 
Sales, who plundered Essex for an 
unbeaten 303 in 1999. 

“Words cannot describe how gut¬ 
ted I am” Duckett tweeted on 
Wednesday morning after play had 
been called off. “Very frustrating 
two days, just want to thank every¬ 
one for their amazing support.” 

“I have never wanted rain to stay 
away as much as the past few days. 
And unfortunately it hasn’t.” 

While initially disappointed at 
missing out on 300, Duckett’s knock 
remains a stunning way to start a 
season with him picking up where 
he left off last summer, ending the 
2015 season with 120 against Surrey 
in his final innings of the year. 

It was also a fifth Championship 
century in nine matches, as he con¬ 
tinues to flourish since moving to 
the top of the order mid-way 
through last summer and he said he 
wouldn’t reign in his positive 
approach. 

“I can’t forget about how I finished 
off [last season] and I’m just trying 
to take that into this year and play 
positively,” he said. 

“That’s how I got my runs last sea¬ 
son and there’s going to be times 
where I might have people on my 
back for the shots that I play but on 
my day it’ll come off. 

“It hasn’t really hit me yet. There 
was a bit of luck, a few edges over the 
slips and a couple of drops, but I 
guess that’s got to happen if you’re 
going to get big runs.”

Chris Wilder believes the scenes that greeted 
Northampton Town’s promotion from League 
Two showed how much the club means to the 
town in what has been a tumultuous season. 

Only a matter of months ago, the future of the 
Cobblers was in doubt with the prospect of 
administration looming over them as well as 
£10.25 million loan from the local council. 

Wilder’s men were thriving on the pitch at the 
time, helping to reinforce the bond between 
players and supporters, and since chairman 
Kelvin Thomas’ takeover in November their form 
has been magnificent. 

It led to them sealing promotion with five 
games to spare after last Saturday’s 2-2 draw 
with Bristol Rovers and saw jubilant fans invad¬ 
ing the pitch at Sixfields in celebration. 


Wilder said: “We were a little bit disappointed 
we didn’t get a big three points, but we played 
well, it was a great atmosphere and great scenes 
and celebration at the end. 

“It just shows what this football club means to 
the people of Northampton and we’re delighted 
that we’ve achieved something this year. 

“There’s still something else we’d like to achieve 
[the league title], but the first part is done and 
dusted and we can be very proud of being the 
first team in the country to get promotion.” 

Plymouth’s defeat against AFC Wimbledon 
meant that Bristol Rovers’ equaliser in the 88th 
minute didn’t matter, although losing a 2-0 lead 
did play on Wilder’s mind in the immediate 
aftermath of the final whistle. 

He was able to quickly get over that disappoint¬ 
ment upon seeing his players celebrate their 
achievement in the changing room and he also 
had a bit of help from his chairman. 

“In a way I’m glad I’m like that,” said Wilder, 
“because it drives me on to want to win and I 


think that’s been the attitude of the staff and 
that’s rubbed off onto the players. 

“It’s a good quality to have in a group that we 
want to win at everything we do, but I was over it 
pretty quickly - the chairman came in and told 
me to liven up and I got a grip of myself. 

“Then it hits home, the players are celebrating 
and you go out and see all the supporters and the 
scenes and it gets quite emotional because then 
you recognise you’ve achieved something and 
what you’ve done will go down in the record 
books.” 

Wilder also paid tribute to his leading scorer 
Marc Richards, who will miss the rest of the sea¬ 
son after having surgery on an Achilles injury. 

He said: “I believe he would have gone close to 
getting 30 goals, which would have been a tre¬ 
mendous achievement. We’ve undoubtedly 
missed him and I think any team in any division 
would have missed their club captain, their lead¬ 
ing goalscorer, but the players who came in 
deserve an enormous amount of credit.” 


The January transfer window that transformed Town’s fortunes 


In the last game of 2014 a glum looking Chris 
Wilder stood on the sidelines at Tranmere 
Rovers ready to speak to the media. 

He had just seen his side slump to a 10th defeat 
in 12 league games, a disastrous run of form over 
three months that left the Cobblers just two 
points above the relegation zone. 

“I’ve just said to some of the players they are 
free to go,” said Wilder at the time. 

By the time the next game came around, 


Southend United on January 3 2015, Wilder had 
brought in three new players; Brendan Moloney, 
Ricky Holmes and Jason Taylor. 

In many ways it was the most important trans¬ 
fer window Wilder has had in his time at the 
club. The three transformed Town from a losing 
side into a winning one - they gained nine wins 
from the next 13 games to make a late push for 
the play-offs. 

All three have played their part in the promo¬ 


tion success this year, and for midfield enforcer 
Taylor he’s enjoyed the sensational run of form 
ever since that January transfer window. 

He said: “It’s been brilliant. Ever since I came 
in we’ve been on a brilliant run of form, even last 
January when I came in with Brendan and Ricky. 

“We’ve just continued it into this year and 
we’re going really well. The lads are over the 
moon. We set our target at the start of the season 
and we’ve achieved what we wanted.”

Chairman wants 
title wrapped up

Northampton chairman Kelvin Thomas 
has said the success leading to the club’s 
promotion to League One is down to a 
collective effort involving everyone at 
the club - but he now wants a ‘C’ next to 
their name instead of a ‘P’. 

Town need just four points from their 
last five games to become champions, 
and that’s assuming that Oxford United 
win each of their remaining games. 

A 2-2 draw at home to Bristol Rovers, 
coupled with a defeat for Plymouth 
Argyle, was enough to send Town up 
after an incredible season that looked to 
be heading more towards doom than 
glory back in autumn. 

For Thomas it was a second promotion 
alongside manager Chris Wilder - with 
the duo leading Oxford United to 
Wembley joy in the Conference Play-Off 
final in 2010. 

That working relationship was 
renewed in November when Wilder 
made an impassioned plea for then 
chairman David Cardoza to sell the club 
to Thomas, with staff having been 
unpaid for two months and a HMRC 
winding up order threatening the very 
existence of the club. 

A few days later the deal was complete, 
and alongside directors Mike Wailing 
and David Bower, Thomas set about 
rebuilding the club. And Saturday’s pro¬ 
motion was the culmination of effort 
from everyone working at the club, the 
chairman said. 

“It’s fantastic; we’re going into League 
One,” he said. “You’ve got to be proud 
and in admiration of all the work that 
the players and Chris have done. 

“It was never in doubt this promotion, 
was it? It’s been fantastic, it was a very 
proud moment standing up there and 
seeing the fans on the pitch loving it and 
enjoying it. 

“It’s a collective group like Chris talks 
about all the time. There’s a lot of people 
that have been around this football club 
a lot longer than us and have worked 
tremendously hard to get to this point. 

“The pressure is off a little now, but we 
still have to change the ‘P’ to a ‘C’, and 
we’ve got a few games to do it.”
